i n presenting to your consideration the condi­ 
tion of one Navy for the past year, it affords me great 
satisfaction to state, that all the available means tor 
its improvement have been 
successfully applied, and 
that its operations in protecting our commerce, although 
inadequate to the exigencies of that great and growing 
interest, have been highly honorable to the officers serv- 
ing upon our naval stations, at home and abroad. 
Since my report of the 29th of November, 1834, the 
ship of the line North Carolina has been thoroughly re­ 
paired in her hull, has been lately taken out of dock, 
and may be fitted for sea in eighty days. 
T he repairs of the ship of the line Independence, 
now in dock at Boston, have been commenced, and 
are progressing with great despatch. 
The frigates Con­ 
stitution and Constellation have 
been 
equipped and 
sent to sea. The frigate United States has been prepar­ 
ed, and is ready for the reception of a crew. 
Tne bull 
of the frigate Columbia, at Washington, has been so 
nearly completed, under the law for the gradual im­ 
provement of the Navy, that she may bo launched in the 
course of this month. 
T he sloops of war Peacock and 
Vandaha have 
been equipped and sent to 
sea. 
T h e sloop of war 
W arren is taking in her crew, and will sail in a few 
days. T he sloops of war Concord and Boston have been 
prepared, and are ready for the reception ol their crews, 
and the Lexington will be equally prepared in a few 


W T he repairs of the sloops of war Falmouth and 
Natchez, and of the schooner Grampus, have been 
recently commenced, and it is believed that in a iew 
weeks, they may he ready lor the reception of their 


^ T h e building of a store ship, authorized by a law of 
tho 30th of Juno, 1834, has been commenced at Phila­ 
delphia ; and a steam vessel has been commenced at 
New York, but will not be ready for service, until some 
time in the summer of 1830.

T h e ships of the line Alabama, Vermont, Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, and New York, and the frigates Santee, 
Cumberland, Sabine, Savannah, Raritan, and St. Law­ 
rence, are on the stocks, well protected from the 
weather, and as nearly completed as it is proper they 
should be, until it is determined to launch them. 
T h e ship of the line Delaware, the frigate Potomac, 
the sloop John Adams, and the schooner Shark, have 
been employed in the Mediterranean during the last 
year. 
The frigate Constitution sailed lor that station 
on the 19th of August last, from New York.
